A last-ditch stand is being 
made by Democratic office- 
holders to retain control of pa- 
tronage jobs and the party ma- 
chinery by handpicking a group 
of candidates for charter free- 
holders to oppose the 13 candi- 
dates indorsed by the Citizens’ 
Chaiter Committee, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 


At the core of this effort to | 


defeat the citizen-indorsed slate 
are the “Big Twelve” as they 
have been dubbed, They are 
committeemen and bosses of 
the so-called delivery wards. 
Pointing up the need to head 
off any charter reform is the 
fact that 19 Democratic com- 


mitteemen hold major elective 
offices and they also have pro- 
vided jobs on the public payroll 
for all but eight of the other 
35 members of the city com- 
mittee. 

Charter changes which might 
consolidate jobs or eliminate 
offices in the interest of effi- 
ciency or economy, or which 
might place additional jobs un- 
der the merit system would 
have serious economic and po- 
litical ‘consequences for these 
committee members, it was 
pointed out. 

Led by Dwyer. 

The “Big Twelve” are led by 
City Treasurer John J. Dwyer, 
Fourth Ward committeeman, 
who has maintained, at least in 
his public utterances, that each 
ward would select its own slate. 
However, the group has been 
meeting secretly to prepare 
sample ballots with the same 
slate for each committee mem- 
ber. 

Others of the “Big Twelve,” 
an informant told the Post-Dis- 
patch, are License Collector 
Joseph T. Hayden, Third Ward 
committeeman; Clerk of the 
Court of Criminal Correction 
James P. Lavin, Twentieth 
Ward committeeman; Sheriff 
Martin Tozer, Twenty-sixth 
Ward committeeman; Alderman 
Raymond Leisure, committee- 
man by proxy of the Seventh 
Ward; Jury Commissioner 
George M. Murphy, Fifteenth 
Ward Democratic boss; Magis- 
trate Joseph P. Collins, Six- 
teenth Ward committeeman. 

Magistrate Anton Sestric, 
Eighth Ward committeeman; 


Magistrate James H. Deneeffe, 


Fifth Ward committeeman, and

constables: Louis Berra, Twen- 
ty-fourth; Matt O’Neill, Twen- 
ty-second, and Jordan Cham- 
bers, Nineteenth. 

Acting for Committee. 

Because of the ability of their 
wards to deliver predominant- 
ly heavy majorities, these men 
have taken to themselves the 
work of selecting the slate for 
the remainder of the commit- 
tee, as was disclosed yesterday 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

“The men now holding office 
don’t want an unbiased group 
of freeholders who might advo- 
cate changes in government 
which would affect their pock- 
etbooks and break their control 
of the party machinery,” a per- 
son prominent in Democratic 


circles told a Post-Dispatch re- | 


porter. 

“That is why they are select- 
ing their own candidates and 
will oppose most of the candi- 
dates selected by the citizens’ 
group. They are trying to 
make sure there will be noth- 
ing in the new charter to inter- 
fere with the way they spend 
city funds and dictate to the 
local party machinery.”

BERKELEY CHIEF 
HS RESIGNATION 


James H. Webber, Un- 
der Fire, Lists Health 


as Reason in Letter to 


Mayor Bangert. 


Chief of Police James H. 
_Webber of Berkeley, who is un- 
'der indictment on a charge of 
| leaving the scene of an accident 
| and has been under fire as the 


| result of a shooting incident in 
| the Berkeley police station, to- 
day submitted his resignation 
as police chief and mashal, giv- 
ing ill health as the reason. 

In a letter to Mayor Bill 
Bangert, Webber said he has 
been under a doctor's care for 
hypertension and last Feb. 
suffered a heart attack. He has 
continued on the job despite 
his doctor's orders to quit, he 
said. 
| “My doctor now tells me that 
to continue to violate his orders 
and to ignore the common 
sense laws of physical care can 
only be disastrous to my iuture 
health,” he wrote, 

The resignation was expected 
to be considered at a meeting 
of the Berkeley Police Board to- 
night. Mayor Bangert is an ex- 
| officio member of the board. 

Webber has been a member 
of the Berkeley police depart- 
ment since 1937 and marshal 
and chief since 1950. He is a 
past president of the Law En- 
forcement Officers of St. Louis 
County. 

Webber was called on the 
carpet following an _ incident 
last March when he fired 14 or 
more pistol shots in the door 
and walls of the police station. 
He first said the bullet holes oc- 
curred because an automatic 
pistol he was examining dis- 
charged accidentally. 

Later he told Berkeley offi- 
_cials he fired the shots at a 
_ time when he was ill and suf- 
fering from “a lapse of mem- 
| ory.” 
| Webber was charged with 
‘leaving the scene of a minor 
|automobile accident in an in- 
dictment returned earlier this 
month by the St. Louis county 
| grand jury. He said he was con- 
fident of vindication “when all 
the facts are fully known.” 

In February, 1954 Webber 
|was suspended for 30 days by 
‘the Board of Aldermen for im- 
| proper conduct in allegedly 
failing to investigate reports of 
gambling and other charges. 

The police board denied his 
lrequest for a 60-day leave of 
absence at a special meeting 
Saturday night.

Gettysburg (Pa.) farm. The 
President, accompanied by the | 
assistant White House physician 
Lt. Col. Walter Tkach, made the 
85-mile trip by car in an hour | 
and 55 minutes. Mrs. Eisen- | 
hower remained at the farm. 

Mr. Eisenhower scheduled a 
busy afternoon of conferénces | 
with Cabinet members includ- 
ing Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell Jr and Secre- | 
tary of Labor James P. Mit- 
chell. He also was to receive 
the Ambassador from Germany 
and the new Minister from Ro- 
mania. 

Murray Snyder, assistant press 
secretary, described Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s schedule as “a full list 
of engagements which will keep 
him at his desk into the eve- 
ning.”

SENATE APPROVES 
$100,000 REWARD 
FOR CODE EXPERT

WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP) 
—William F. Friedman, identi- 
fied as the Government's top. 
expert on codes and _ secret 
cryptographic devices, would get 
a $100,000 reward under a bill 
passed by the Senate today and 
sent to President Eisenhower. 

The reward is intended to 
offset some of the profits that 
Friedman, inventor and com- 
munications expert, might have 
collected if the Government had 
not monopolized his numerous 
devices. 

They are so valuable that 
even the patents on them have 
been kept secret, the Senate 
was told. 

Friendman, a native of Rus- 
sia who was brought to this 
country in 1893 when two years 
old, perfected many of his in- 
ventions while serving in the 
Army’s signal corps. He en- 
tered the military service as a | 
lieutenant in World War I and 
continued until 1941 when he 
was retired for disability as a 
colonel. 

More recently he has been 
serving as a civilian expert for 
the National Security Agency. | 
His numerous inventions includ- | 
ing electric devices that code | 
and decipher classified com- 


| munications.

Garcia said the raiders, 
wearing blue shirts and gray 
pants similar to army uniforms, 
rode up to the army base in six 
trucks stolen from a mining 
concern. Guards opened fire 
when they tried to break in 
Garcia said none of the raiders 
got into the base. 

Among the rebels killed was 
Reinol Garcia, whom police 
had listed as a “conspiracy 
leader.” Informants have linked 
him with groups loyal to Prio 
Socarras. 

A government announcement 
said three revolutionary groups 
“in a criminal way launched 
inexperienced youths to attack 
members of the armed forces.” 

Clash with Rebels. 

(The United Press said Cuban 
army forces clashed with flee- 
ing rebels today in mop-up 
operations in fields near Matan- 
zas.) 

Witnesses said that less than 
three hours after the rebels 
struck, regular army troops 
were in command of two bridges 
across the San Juan river sepa- 
rating Matanzas from the base. 
Army planes circled over the 
base 

Reliable informants said Fidel 
Castro, who led an abortive up- 
rising in July 1953, may have 
headed the revolt. 

Castro was sentenced to 12 
years in prison for his 1953 at- 
tack on the army barracks at 
Santiago de Cuba. He was par- 
doned last year in a general 
amnesty and left for Mexico 
There had been reports he had 
slipped back into Cuba 

Prio Socarras, who only re- 
cently returned from exile ip 
the United States, has been ac- 
cused repeatedly of conspiracy.

vision under which farmers 
| could be paid up to $500,000.-

curtail plantings next year. 


Democrats oppose the pre- | 


payment provision. They called 
it a “political gimmick” that 
would increase farm income 
this year only to depress it next 
year.

The council issued the som- 
ber warning yesterday follow- 
ing the highest March death 
total in history. 

If“the present trend con- 
tinues, the council observed, the 
1941 record of 39,969 deaths in 
a single year may be surpassed 
in 1956. 


March traffic deaths were” 


placed at 2960—320 more than 
March 1955 and 94 higher than 
the previous record of 2866 for 
the month, set in 1937. 

It marked the thirteenth con- 
secutive month of increased 
traffic deaths and boosted the 
total for the first three months 
of 1956 to 8590, second highest 
first quarter total on record. 
The record first quarter total 
of 8615 deaths was set in 1937. 

The worst month ever was 
December, 1936, when 4217 
were killed. In December, 1941, 
there were 4140 traffic fatali- 
ties. the second worst record. 

The mounting rate of traffic 
deaths prompted council Presi- 
dent Ned H. Dearborn to de- 
clare a “traffic accident emer- 
gency.” He wired ‘each state 
Governor to urge an “all-out 
effort” to curtail traffic acci- 
dents. 

He also sent the traffic death 
records to the President's Com- 
mittee for Safety in advance of 
four regional conferences to be 
sponsored by the committee in 
May. The first meeting convenes 
tomorrow in Atlantic City with 
follow-ups at Miami, Chicago 
and. San Francisco. 

To keep the 1956 traffic toll 
below last year’s 38,300, the 
council said, 500 deaths a month 
must be lopped from the cur- 
rent rate. 

To hold the total below the 
1941 record, an average of 300 
lives a month must be ‘saved 


to make a “united effort’ to cut 
down the death rate. 

“Are we,” he asked, “going |

He urged each motorist to 
drive safely and to support 
community traffic safety proj- 
ects “to stop this carnage.”

Secretary of State Dulles, amplifying his rath- 
er vague observations about expanding the pur- 
pose and conception of NATO, says he is going 
to bring up the matter at this week’s: Paris 
meeting of NATO powers. He still does not spell 
out just what steps he has in mind, but some 
form of intensified political and economic co- 
operation, to supplement the purely military ac- 
tivities which have predominated hitherto, 
seems to be indicated. 

Other NATO members have been pressing for 
such co-operation for some time now. President 
Gronchi of Italy made this plea a major theme 
of his address to Congress in February, and 
French Premier Mollet spoke in the same vein 
a few days later. It {s gratifying that Secretary 
Dulles, who gave these suggestions a brush-off 
at first, is now considering them more seriously. 

Yet if Paris is an appropriate place to talk 
about a broader than military base for the At- 
lantic community, Washington is even more so. 
And if the President is to exert his leadership 
for co-operation between the NATO powers, he 
might usefully begin by exerting his leadership 
for co-operation between the two wings of the 
Republican party. 

How, for instance, cah NATO be broadened in 
any significant degree unless the United States 
first adopts an unreservedly liberal trade policy? 
What good can come from talking about political 
and foreign-policy co-operation unless trade co- 
operation is first a reality? 

Just 10 days ago the House Ways and Means 
Committee reported favorably an Administra- 
tion-backed bill to authorize American participa- 
tion in the Organization for Trade Co-operation. 
This is the administrative arm of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, which brings 
together 35 countries, conducting among them 
80 per cent of the free world’s trade, for the 
purpose of reducing trade barriers and promot- 
ing reciprocal trade agreements. 

If the United States cannot join the Organiza- 
tion of Trade Co-operation and follow a tariff- 
reducing policy, it is idle to talk about a broader 
Atlantic community. Yet the OTC faces a fight 
in Congress, just as every Administration move 
to liberalize foreign trade has done. Six of 
the 10 Republican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee have filed a minority report 
opposing the measure. 

Secretary Dulles, as he explores the NATO 
problem in Paris this week, might remind him- 
self that one of the most formidable barriers to 
economic co-operation in NATO or the world at 
large is the hard-shell high tariff wing of the 
Republicay party.

any emergency use by finding ways to induce 
veteran airmen to stay in the service. 
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Nixon—Asset or Liability? 

Last week's announcement that Vice President 
Nixon would be a candidate to succeed himself 
has produced one result that was inevitable. 
It has started an inter-party argument over 
whether or not another Nixon candidacy will 
be a help or a hindrance to the Republican ticket 
this year. ' 

Senator Dirksen of Illinois says that the pres- 
enee of Richard M. Nixon on the ticket will 
assure “unity” and thus be an important factor 
in guaranteeing a G.O.P. victory. Paul M. Butler, 
Democratic national chairman, says (via “Meet 
the Press”) that the Nixon kind of campaigning 
“demeans” our political system and that its 
exponent will be a special target for Democratic 
guns. 

These comments are about what may be ex- 
pected. Chairman Butler’s cue is to make as 
much hay for the Democrats as he can. Senator 
Dirksen, on the other hand, is a candidate for 
re-election this year. No matter what he remem- 
bers of that 1952 convention nightmare when he 
pointed his accusing finger at Thomas E. Dewey 
as the one who “twice led us down the road 
to defeat,” Senator Dirksen is going to see only 
signs of unity this year. 

What really counts is not how Mr. Nixon looks 
to Senator Dirksen or to Chairman Butler, but 
fhow he shapes up in the mind of the independ- 
ent voter. The independent voter elected Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. Will he be just as ready to 
vote for the Republican ticket if the Past Master 
of Innuendo appears to be standing on the White 
House steps? Assuming an Eisenhower-Nixon 
ticket, there can be no question but the vice 
presidency will have more attention in this 
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year’s campaigning than ever before in history. . Zee

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More and Better Park Space 

The City Administration has taken steps to 
rehabilitate Benton and Hyde parks and to 
construct Pernod Park in Southwest St. Louis.

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Drama of the Russian Sailors 

Within the last few days the United States has 
seen Russian sailors come and go in dramatic 
fashion, and the drama ought to prompt some 
reflection on how this country. treats refugees. 

First, five Soviet seamen who had said they 
wanted refuge suddenly were taken back to Rus- 
sia from New York: Our immigration officers 
did not stop them since the men said they 
wanted to go home and no laws seemed to have 
been broken, but some sections of the press 
questioned whether the seamen had been put 


under pressure or even tortured by Russian ’ 


officials, 

Then the Senate Internal Security subcommit- 
tee heard three of four other Russian sailors 
who refused to go home, who told Soviet Am- 
bassador Zarubin that his appeal was full of 
lies, and predicted death or labor camps for the 
others who had returned to Russia. The commit- 
tee chairman, Senator Welker of Idaho, said he 
would propose laws so-.that no other freedom- 
loving refugees could be “whisked away.” 

No American, certainly, would want any for- 
eign citizen whisked away if he really wanted 
and had good reason for.refuge in this country. 
That principle ought to apply to Swiss watch- 
makers or Spanish sheep-herders as well as to 
Russian sailors. Our ‘tredtment of refugees 
ought to be equal treatment, — 

Yet that is not always°the case. For if it is 
fine and dandy for freedom-loving Russian sail- 
ors to demand refige, once they are here, why 
is it not just as fair for any freedom-loving Rus- 
sian (or anybody else) to seek entry to this 
country from outside? 

Our immigration laws require foreigners to 
prove lack of Communist. affilfation before they 
can come to this country. This creates an ob- 
stacle against bringing eny Russians here, in- 
cluding students. But aside from that, refugees 
from Communist countries who are still overseas 
have found it much moré @ifficult to pass the 
test than Russian sailors weléomed by a Senate 
committee under klieg lights. - 

A refugee from Commuttigm or anything else 
ought to receive equal treatment from the 
United States whether he fs a Russian or a 
sailor or something else—and wherever he is. 
What does Senator Welker propose? 
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No House for the Rank-and-File 


The St. Louis Republican organization hasn't 
won a city-wide election since the spring of 
1951, atid from the way the party leadership has 
been behaving itself that record is in no danger. 

We refer specifically to the unfortunate fail- 
ure of the G.O.P. leaders to inform rank-and-file 
Republicans and others who might be interested 
about their recent ward meetings.

With rare exceptions the meetings were held 
on the sly. In some wards the committeeman 
and committeewoman mef'in the quiet of their 
homes and hand-picked the ward’s delegates to 
the state and district meetings. The party regu- 
lars evidently prefer to manipulate the party 
apparatus without the benefit of advice from 
their non-organizational bretheren.

Maybe the county 
committee can ride high, wide and handsome, 
but the city group can't—unless, of course, it 
wants to continue broke and moribund.

If I ask the super-realists to define 
“power,” I will receive a confident an- 
swer. Power, they will say, is a com- 
posite of steel production, natural re- 
sources, armies, navies and air forces, 
stores of atomic bombs and bases from 
which we deliver them, economic Ca- 
pacity, dispersion of cities, communi- 
cations, geography, allies. 

I wonder if this restricted Maginot 
Line eoncept of power may not lie at 
the very heart of our world-wide di- 
lemma? Let wus 
examine the appli- 
cations of this “re- 
alistic” approach 
in various critical 
areas since the 
war. 

How realistic 
were we to assume 
that the corrupt 
government of Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, based 
on feudal landlord- 
ism and a bank. 
rupt leadership, 
could maintain its 
grip on the revolu- 
tionary surge of 
the Chinese people —regardless how 
much we contributed in the way of 
arms, equipment and military advisors?

How realistic were we to assume that ° 


the Communists could be stopped in 
Indochina—even by one of the ablest 
of professional armies—as long as it 
was based on a bankrupt French colon- 
jialism tied to an outmoded land system 
and strangled by corruption? 


How realistic were we to charge un- 
prepared across the thirty-eighth paral- 
lel in Korea in the face of India’s warn- 
ing—on the assumption that we alone 
“understood the Oriental mind” and 
that the Chinese would not dare to en- 
ter the war—only to be forced three 
years later to settle for a truce at the 
very same line at the cost of 125,000 
additional casualties? 


How realistic have we been in at- 
tempting to. stop the intrusion of the 
Soviet Union into the crucially impor- 
tant Middle East. by building a so- 
called barrier based on Iraq, Iran and 
Pakistan—which was promptly accepted 
as an effort to split the Arab world, 
whieh turned India even more sharply 
against us, and which threw open the 
door to Soviet penetration of Afghan- 
istan? 

How realistic has it been to appear to 
place the friendship of Salazar above 
that of Nehru on the question of Goa, 
and to throw our support to Pakistan 
against 380,000,000 Indians in whose

great democratic effort the free world 
has such a heavy stake? 

How realistic have we been to con- 
tinue to ignore the march of self-de- 
termination in Africa in order to avoid 
a disagreement with our Western 
allies? 

How realistic are we, in the face of 
vigorous opposition from our allies, to 
stake not only our prestige but the 
question of peace or war on two small 
islands a few miles from the China 
coast, which are at the mercy of Chi- 
nese military power whenever Peking 
decides to call our bluff? 

How realistic was it to spend 97 per 
cent of our national security budget in 
a period of three years on a narrow 
concept of purely military defenses, 
and concentrate two thirds of the re- 
mainder in economic assistance to 
three small countries with a total pop- 
ulation of 44,000,000? 

I have no doubt that historians will 
consider such moves anything but doc- 
trinaire, naive, foolhardy and proof 
that America in the second decade 
after World War II was dismally out 
of touch with the true nature of power 
in a world of revolutionary change. 


Our reappraisal of American foreign 
policy should start, therefore, by ex- 
panding our definition of the word 
“power” to include two essential in- 
gredients which we have often ignored: 
people and ideas. 

This has been the explosive mixture 
—dynamic ideas and dedicated people. 
This is the power that overturned the 


govern ts of China, Indonesia, India, 
Indochin Burma, Ceylon, Pakistan, 
Tunisia, Morocco, Egypt, the Sudan, 


Nigeria, the Gold Coast, and most of 
the Middle East, in a single decade. 
The recognition of this essential di- 
mension of power is, I believe, the new 
realism. 


in every instance of a forced change 
of government since 1946 military and 
industrial power has been on the side 
of the status quo. Yet on each occa- 
sion, we have seen the status quo bow 
to the new power of people and ideas, 
sometimes associated with bloodshed 
and fraud, as in China, and in other 
cases with dignity and compassion, as 
in India, Pakistan and the Gold Coast. 

So, I for one, do not apologize for the 
importance that I have given to prin- 
ciples and human values in this discus- 
sion of foreign policy. As long as prin- 
ciples and ideas influence the minds of 
men, and as long as people and their 
aspirations are a principle component 
of power, they will continue to upset 
nations, defy armies and write history.

Between Book Ends 


A Journey Into Faith 


THE ROAD TO ‘HUMAN DESTINY’: A LIFE OF 
PIERRE LECOMTE DU NOUY, (Longmans, Green, 
344 pgs., $5.) 

Pierre Lecomte du Nouy is known 
chiefly for his book, “Human Destiny,” 
which is an elaborate demonstration of 
his belief in a spiritual explanation of 
the universe, His arrival at these ideas 
came after a long and sometimes pain- 
ful process. 


His widow, Mary Lecomte du Nouy, 
has endeavored to trace his course from 
agnosticism to faith in her biography 
of him. Since she was his research 
assistant and is trained in scientific 
method, she has aimed at being objec- 
tive in writing of him. But with the best 
of intentions, devoted as she was to him, 
her book becomes a glowing tribute 
when it is not sentimental indulgence. 


Lecomte du Nouy, who was born in 
Paris in 1883, seems to have been a 
variously gifted young man, with a 
darting mercurial mina. His father 
was an architect who spent most of 
his time at the Rumanian court; his 
mother a popular novelist who wrote 11 
books in 13 years. Pierre had designed 
a submarine by the time he was 17, 
and at 19—influenced by Buffalo Bill's 
show—got himself to Austin, Tex., and 
worked his way as a cowboy up to 
Cheyenne, Wyo., a monocle always 
screwed in his left eye. 

On his return to France he became 
a popular actor and playright, studied 
law, and in 1913 enrolled in physical 
science courses at the Sorbonne. Dur- 
ing World War I, while attached to the 
“Blue Devils” of the French army, he 
met Dr. Alexis Carrel, who was work- 
ing at a nearby hospital. 


Pierre's theories concerning the ap- 
plication of physical methods of biologi- 
cal problems interested Dr. Carrel, who 
arranged for his transfer to the medical 
mission. Soon Lecomte du Nouy was 
engaged In the work that gave him a 
reputation as a scientist—on the rate 
of healing of wounds, tissue culture, 
surface tension and the problems of 
immunization. 


He met his biographer, who was his 
second wife, while working for the 
Rockefeller Institute in New York, 
where he completed 57 original papers 
in seven years. After that he was with 
the Pasteur Institute in Paris for nine 
years. He particularly liked to travel. 
Mrs. Lecomte du Nouy describes his 
reactions to many parts of the world. 
She also tells of their hard life in Paris 
after the fall of France during World 
War II, and how they managed to get 
to this country, where he lectured and 
wrote, sometimes working as a cow- 
hand, until his death in 1947, a few 
months after the success of “Human 
Destiny.” 

Mrs. Lecomte du Nouy writes clearly 
and simply. She has included an ex- 
cellent appendix relating to her hus- 
band’s published papers as well as a 
good index.

annual postgraduate seminar of 
the Homer G. Phillips Hospital 
Interns Alumni Association 

Dr. H. Phillip Venable, senior 
instructor in ophthalmology at 
St. Louis University School of 
Medicine, said a new drug 
called Diamox offered promise 
in that it made possible the im- 
mediate reduction of tensions 
in the eye. 

Glaucoma, the precise causes 
for which are not known, is 
characterized by increased pres- 
sures that cause hardness and 
inelasticity of the eyeball, re- 
sulting in impaired sight or 
blindness. 

Dr. Venable said the ability 
to reduce tension immediately 
through drug therapy enabled 
physicians to begin medical and 
surgical remedies much sooner 
than had been possible in the 
past. He emphasized the impor- 
tance of seeking medical atten- 
tion when poor vision occurs. 

“An individual should never 
sell his eyesight for a pair of 
glasses,” he said. “The latter 
should be given only when all 
evidence of disease has been 
ruled out.”

How Tall Should Lamps Be? 


By Elizabeth Hillyer 


HEN small and squatty 

table lamps got tossed out 

of the home fashion pic- 
ture, it was a victory for light- 
ing and the looks of the room. 
Big lamps shed more light and 
spread it farther, and stopped 
the looking down into a glare. 
They looked more important, 
were better decoration for the 
room. But some of them grew 
too tall, were unable to concen- 
trate light enough on a given 
surface and the glare was often 
still there, to look up to. 

The application engineers on 
the lighting engineering team 
established a correct height of 
42 inches from the floor to 
the bottom of a lampshade edge 
by means of a light meter. Light 
meter readings show that 42 
inches is the best height fo 
the light to be at its best on 
a book held by a person perfect- 
ly seated in a chair of average 
heigh¢. 

Heights from 39 to 42 inches 
are good, and chair seats that 
are lower may make the lower

Criminal Careers of 


Tony Pino and 'Specs' O'Keefe Got 


in Trouble With 


Often—Their Backgrounds in Boston

This is the second of three 
articles on a twentieth century 
crime classic, the 1950 million- 
dollar robbery of Brink’s Express 
Co. in Boston, and the men in- 
dicted in the case, written by a 
specialist in crime reporting. 
Yesterday Croswell Bowen de- 
scribed the life and criminal 
career of the alleged “brains,” 
Joseph McGinnis. Today: Two 
other defendants, Anthony Pine 
and Joseph O’Keefe.

N the early hours of a hot 

July morning of 1922, a Bos- 

ton policeman surprised three 
boys about to break through a 
window at the rear of a cloth- 
ing store. 

They ran into the night. The 
patrolman, named O’Brien, fired 
his revolver at one of the boys. 
The boy faltered but kept on 
going. 

Shortly before dawn, a friend 
of the wounded boy got out of 
bed and groped his way down- 
stairs and into the street. There 
he found his friend lying on the 
sidewalk with a bullet wound in 
his stomach. The wounded boy 
was Tony Pino, age 15. Thirty- 
four years later Pino was to be 
indicted as a participant in the 
Brink’s robbery. 

The shooting incident was the 
tenth time, the records show, in 
which the behavior of Pino had 
been noted by the Boston po- 
lice. When he was only 8 years 
old, he was arrested for stealing 
a ride on a streetcar. No action 
was taken. When he was 9, he 
was arrested on charges of 
breaking and entering and lar- 
ceny, and placed on probation. 

Pino was born in Messina, 
Italy, on May 9, 1907, the first 
child of Francesco and Cath- 
erine Arena. Francesco immi- 
grated to the United States the 
next winter, and on May 25, 
1908, Anthony and his mother 
landed in Boston and joined 
Francesco. 

The family settled in a tene- 
ment house without conveni- 
ences for which they paid $15 
a month. Neither Catherine nor 
Francesco spoke English. Tony 
has told friends that he spoke 
Italian for several years before 
he was able to learn English 
from Irish children in his neigh- 
borhood. 

The poor Irish and Italian 
families in South Boston shared 
the common experiences of be- 
ing immigrants and members of 
minority groups despised and 
rejected by the majority of the 
firmly entrenched Yankee pop- 
ulation. 

There was a police call box 
just outside the hallway of the 
tenement house in which the 
Pino family lived. It was the 
era of prohibition, speakeasies 
and stills. 

“This is significant,” a friend 
of Pino wrote me. “As a boy, 
Tony and I saw the swift- 
moving police strike. ... We 
knew the sledging of doors, the 
emerging of police laden with 
coils, copper kettles and mash. 
Then the next night we'd go to 
a certain alley door and ask 
for a pint. Seated in the kitch- 
en we'd see two or three of the 
same raiding cops drinking free. 

“We had no respect for the 
new cops (who came on duty 
following the Boston police 
strike), Pino and “Sank” 
O’Keffe (a brother of Joseph 
“Specs” O'Keefe, another of the 
Brink’s defendants) called one 
cop ‘the skuH crusher.’ He 
cornered Tony one evening out- 
side Chamberlain's drug store. 
He used his fists but tucked up 
his sleeve was his club, its head 
in the palm of his hand. Tony 
blocked all blows and then spat 
right in the guy’s face. He then 
walked across the street into 
another beat. In those days a 
cop couldn't invade another 
beat.” 


Pino went as far as the sev- 
enth grade in the John A, An- 
drew school. His father, who 
now had a job bailing old news- 
papers in a waste paper ware- 
house, developed diabetes. 
Tony’s sister, Elizabeth, suf- 
fered from a glandular diffi- 
culty and was confined to her 
home in a wheel chair. Tony 
has always remained not only a 
loyal son and brother but con- 
tributed heavily to the support 
of his parents and sisters. 

But when he was 20, the num- 
ber of times Tony had been 
arrested almost equalled the 
years in his life. He was a short, 
thick-necked, roly-poly boy 
weighing almost 200 pounds and 
standing about five foot five 
inches tall. He was a “merry 
fellow,” like many fat boys. He 
has maintained this Falstaffian 
role until this day. 

“It was always his way,” @ 
friend of Tony's said. “He 
mimicked ward politicans, the 
school principal, the Kaiser.” 

He was tough and fearless. He

bandits. Deputy Police Chief 
James F. O’Neil of Manchester 
sent police to Boston 20 times 
to take Pino back to New 
Hampshire but the extradition 
hearings were repeatedly 
pestponed. 

When hearings were held, 
Sgt. James Crowley of the Bos- 
ton Police Department's Bureau 
of Criminal Investigation testi- 
fied that he had seen Pino in a 
Boston restaurant 25 minutes 
before the holdup, which took 
place 55 miles away in Man- 
chester, Gov. James M. Curley 
of Massachusetts turned down 
the request for extradition. 

In 1931, shortly after Pino 
was paroled from state prison, 
his sister Nancy, 24, married 
Vincent Costa. He and Pino 
were to carry on various busi- 
ness enterprises together in- 
cluding a diner in Jamaica 
Plain, Boston. In 1956, Costa 
was to be indicted as one of 
the 11 men alleged to have 
robbed Brink's. 

On Thanksgiving day, Nov. 
25, 1937, police discovered Pino 
and four men in the basement 
of a grocery store. They were 
in the process of “puffing” a 
safe. Pino was tried and con- 
victed of breaking and enter- 
ing and possessing burglar’s 
tools. He was given a sentence 
of two four-year terms to run 
consecutively. 

Pino was paroled from prison 
Sept. 21, 1944. With Costa, who 
had been released from prison 
in July, 1940, after having 
served a year for armed rob- 
bery, Pino operated a diner and 
a small auto salvage business. 

Meanwhile, Federal Imigra- 
tion attempts to depart Pino 
were stopped when he was 
given a pardon from the 1937 
grocery store job conviction on 
the grounds that his being de- 
ported would work a handicap 
on his family.

N 1947, Pino, Costa and 

Michael Geagan, another man 

to be indicted in the Brink's 
robbery, were questioned by po- 
lice regarding a payroll holdup 
at Hyde Park, Mass., in which 
$110,000 was stolen. After 
being held in jail, all three 
were released. 

While he operated his diner 
before he and Costa gave it up 
to buy a gas station, Pino exer- 
cised his hobby of preparing 
Italian dishes. He has always 
loved to eat. To some he has 
shown the neurotic symtoms of 
being a compulsive eater. As a 
result, he became so fat some 
of his acquaintances nicknamed 
him “The Pig.” 

Another defendant in the 
Brinks case is Joseph O'Keefe, 
who has confessed his part in 
the robbery and given the FBI 
the full story of that fabulous 
crime. 

During Christmas week of 
1932, O’Keefe, then a 24-year- 
old prisoner in the city of Bos- 
ton’s Deer Island Prison, stood 
at the edge of the Shirley Gut 
and gazed at its deep, ice-cold 
waters churning in whirlpools 
beneath him. It was late at 
night. Eastward, beyond the 
Gut, the lights of Boston 
blinked. Beyond lay freedom. 

The man who was about to 
swim to freedom was not the 
daring figure one would expect 


dark-eyed, with black bushy 
eyebrows, slight of build and 
stood five foot eight. He was 
polite, soft-spoken, and &s a

might have had serious hesita- 
tion in making such a decision. 
But he was regarded as “quick 
on his feet, an experienced man 
in a holdup, good with a gun.” 
He was also an associate of 
other defendants—Stanley Gus- 
ciora and Adolph (Jazz) Maffie. 

O’Keefe was born in the 
south end section of Boston on 
March 30, 1908. He was the 
sixth child of Edward C,. and 
Catherine Herne O'Keefe. The 
O’Keefes were eventually to 
have seven boys and three girls. 


When he was six, the family 
moved into a house for which 
they paid $17 a month rent. It 
contained six rooms, no inside 
toilet facilities and no running 


water. He started to get into 
trouble. 
When “Specs” was 18, he 


looked back on this period of 
his life for a moment with a 
certain insight: 


“T hung around with the C 
street gang. We used to break 
and enter whenever we got a 
chance. When I played hookey 
from school we used to go on 
peddier’s teams and then go 
swimming. We used to steal hot 
dogs and things. When the man 
chased me all the other kids 
would take all they wanted.” 


From his eighth through his 
thirteenth years, he consistent- 
ly got into difficulties that 
were warning signs that he was 
headed for serious trouble. At 
8, he drove a horse and wagon 
away. He stole candy from a 
candy store. The court placed 
him on probation. His next of- 
fense was breaking and enter- 
ing. With a group of boys, he 
took eight watches from a jew- 
elry store. 


This time he was sent to the 
Lyman School for Boys, the old- 
est boys reformatory in the 
United States. An official who 
visited the O'Keefe home, with 
a view of helping “Specs,” 
noted that “home restraint is 
lacking. The boy has had too 
much his own way. He has had 
the run of the streets.” 


He was careful of his per- 
sonal appearance. It was as- 
sumed that his mother must be 
taking excellent care of him. 
Psychiatrists have pointed out 
that. often a child himself pays 
a good deal of attention to his 
personal grooming because his 
mother has not provided him 
with enough affection. 

Two weeks before Christmas, 
1922, “Specs” came home from 
Lyman. He was just 13. He 
did not do well on parole. His 
youthful group, like other South 
Boston groups, emulated an 
older gang known as the Gus- 
tins. Named after Gustin 
street, they achieved notorfety 
beating up people in bars and 
on street corners. The Gus- 
tins were followed by the Drip- 
ping Daggers.

accomplish this, he was arrested 
and returned to Deer Island. 
Maj. Mulcahey pleaded in court 
for leniency for his former 
houseboy.

On Oct. 20, 1935, O'Keefe 
married Mary Gerst in New 
York City. Whatever resolve he 
had to settle down didn’t last 
long. By 1937, back in Boston, 
his pattern of being arrested 
for larceny, breaking and enter- 
ing, and other misdeeds was 
resumed,

N .1944, his father died of a 
| heart ailment. O'Keefe again 

abruptly changed the direc- 
tion of his life. He became a 
part of the war effort by en- 
listing in the United States 
Merchant Marine and served 
two years. 

He received the equivalent 
of an honorable discharge in 
1945. Shortly afterward, he 
and his wife took over the care 
of a baby boy; the child was not 
officially adopted. “Specs” has 
remained unwavering in his 
affection for the child and is 
extremely sensitive about dis- 
cussing him. 


During the next five years, 
until the Brink's robbery, he 
was arrested for armed robbery, 
for breaking and entering, at- 
tempted unarmed robbery and 
suspicion of murder. He was 
back in jail when the FBI an- 
nounced the solution of the 
Brink's case.
